The Nation's call for men to arms 


ha* emphasized the Importance of pro- 
teciitig nnd pi Men ing (lie babes In 
arms. 
The appalling wastage and 


wanton destruction of life among both 
soldiers and civilians In the invaded 
countries in Europe places a greater 
economic value than ever on our chil- 
dren. Two problems are confronting 
the countries involved in the terrific 
war—a dedinmg birth rate, and an un- 
necessarily 
high death rate among 


young infants. 
The future of every 


country depends on the babies of to- 
day und of tomorrow. 
We cnnnot 


afford to neglect them or to show in- 
difference to-their needs. 


We ate urged on all sides to con- 


serve our national resources, not alone 
to win the wnr, but to insure future 
prosperity. This is true and absolute- 
ly necessary, but let us not forget that 
our most valuable and most impor- 
tant natural resource is the baby. It 
must be given protection by our gov- 
ernments, national, state and local, in 
the same measure as is being accord- 
ed our fish, game, cattle and hogs. 


Food conservation is imperative at 


this time, but infant conservation is 
just as neressarv if we are going to 
retain a leading position among die 
Nations of the world. 


A declining birth rate is a national 


calamity, in Europe the fall in the 
rate has reached alarming proportions. 
In Fiance, for example, the birth rate 
and death rate were about equal be- 
fore the war. or 1S.S per thousand of 
the population. Last year the birth 
rate in Paris fell to 8 6 per thousand. 
This decrease, if applied to the whole 
of Fiance, would mean approximately 
405,000 less births in a single year. 
If this should continue for many years 
France will become depopulated" and 
as a nation will cease to exist. The 
same reduction in the birth r.vte has 
occurred in Germany, Austria, Russia 
and other combatant countries. 
We 


may soon face n similar condition 
Millions of out young and virile men 
have responded to the draft ami a 
larger number of women are em- 
ploved ,'n factories and in manual 
labor: this will materially tend to | 
lower our birth rate.
